A full eupply with fair prices sustained. 
None brought over 534 cents live; common 
jots bringing Scents. Itis chancy hand- 
ling this kind of stock, as these embryo 
oxen and cows are dressed and forwarded 
from Maine in large numbers, which are 
liable to break the market any day. If 
they were all shipped alive the market 
would have more Faceny Some 250 head 
were forwarded from ne this week, 
which shows that our State is fast coming 
into the practice of selling their stock, in- 
stead of trusting to commission men whose 
honesty they know very little about. 

SHEEP AND LAMBs. 

None from Maine, but full supply from 
other States. Fat sheep bring 3 to 5 cents 
live. Spring lambs 7 to 8 cents live, with 
a fair and — demand. Above 
prices cannot long be eld as Kentucky is 
sending along lots of fine specimens of 
black faced lambs, fat as pigs, showing the 
great fertility of those blue grass pastures. 

WORKING OXEN AND STORE CATTLE, 

Nothing doing in this class of stock ex- 
cept one carload, shipped in Boston, that 
s. H. Wardwell sold to Mr. Peck of Con- 
necticut, consisting of backward springers 
and working oxen. ‘These springers 
brought $28 per head, which we think 
were good property to stay in Maine, as 
new milch cows are always in demand in 
the autumn months. 

Hoes. 

As other of the New ——- States dis- 
pose of their swine by sh pping them to 
this market alive, we quote good killing 
hogs at 644 to 6g dressed weight. Western 
hogs cost, laid down in e slaughter 
houses at East Cambridge, 5 to 54¢ live. 

HORSES. 

Many of the drovers from various States 
and Canada ship in each week horses 
which, at the present time, bring good 
prices. A nice driving horse, sound and 
smooth, that weighs 900 to 1000 Ibs. will 
bring $150 to $200. If threatened with 
speed a higher price will be obtained, while 
areal trotter brings a price way up in the 


pictures. Horses are booming and cattle 
way down. Now, farmers, sell your 


horses and buy young stock, as these 
things may change round in the future. 
WOOL. 

Our wool clip is fast passing into second 
hands at full prices. With the woolen 
goods market a little dull it seems as if 
current prices paid for wool all over Maine, 
2% cents for medium unwashed, would 
make it cost manufacturers all they can 
afford to pay, yet very mahy farmers are 
holding fer thirty cents, and we hope their 
wishes will be realized, which is liable to 
be the case. 

REMARKS. 

The general aspect on the cattle traffic 
has not changed; yet there seems to bea 
little better feeling, and prices are a trifle 
higher in Europe, which is a good symp- 
tom. Wecannot think that our great cat- 
tle interests will languish and die under the 
unremunerative prices now offered in the 
markets of the world. Farmers who jump 
from one thing to another, never get ahead 
of those who carry a steady hand. We are 
informed that Bela Hastings of St. Johns- 
bury, Vt., intends to exhibit several pairs 
of the finest oxen in the world at our State 
shows. Our Maine cattle men do not want 
to let the grass grow under their feet, but 
fit their cattle, as we do not want to divide 
the honors with another State.

Melbourne was succeeded by Peel as pre- 
mier, and during his administration the 
Ashburton and O m treaties were made 
with the United States. Gladstone and 
Disraeli had entered Parliament, but their 
time was not yet. 
The next great movement in England 
was the Corn Law tion. McCarthy's 
portraitures of © and Bright are 
admirable. Cobden was the leader in pro- 
moting the repeal of the tax on foreign 
wheat, which starved the manufacturers 
whilst it was supposed to enrich the agri- 
culturists. He was a remarkable man, 

rsuasive yet unimpassioned, abundant in 
‘acts aud illustrations. John Bright, his 
coll was perhaps the greatest of 
English orators, advocating other reforms 
as well as the repeal of the Corn Laws. 
For years the party leaders and the landed 
aristocracy opposed ay | hange. Famine 
and the potato rot in Ireland produced a 
crisis, and in 1846 the taxes were repealed. 
When Disraeli entered Parliament in 
1837, he was foppish in his dress and eccen- 
tric in his manner. His maiden speech was 
reveived with ridicule. He lost his temper, 
and cried out to the members, ‘“The time 
will come when you will hear me.” ‘The 
House of Commons did not then see in him 
the future all-powerful prime minister. 
In 1851 took place the first World’s Ex- 

ition in the Crystal Palace, erected in 
yde Park. It was the Prince consort who 
conceived the idea, and his energy and in- 
fluence made it a success. It was the first 
great structure of glass and iron, and the 
first international exhibition of arts, manu- 
factures and products. There have been 
more brilliant and more extensive collections 
since, but this first one set the example, 
and will be remembered as the pioneer in 
such enterprises. The project was at its 
inception opposed and ridiculed. It was 
alleged to be visionary and impracticable ; 
that it would destroy the beauty of Hyde 
Park; that it would bring together a horde 
of socialists, and such an influx of foreign- 
ers would be dangerous and demoralizing ; 
and that the confluence of such crowds would 
produce the plague. If it had not been 
aes ewe a Prince, the opposition would 
probably have defeated the project. 
In 1850, Sir Robert Peel was thrown from 
his horse, and died in a few days. Lord 
John Russell, Lord Lyndhurst and Lord 
Palmerston were successive prime minis- 
ters. Palmerston was a man of remarkable 
ability, which he retained until past eighty. 
His suecess was chiefly in managing affairs 
with foreign nations, but he was apt to 
commit the government to steps as to which 
the queen and even his colleagues had not 
been consulted. For this cause he was dis- 
missed from office in 1851; but he was ap- 
pointed premier in 1855, and was in office 
at his death in 1865. 
* The year 1852 was marked by two nota- 
ble events. One was the accession of Louis 
Napoleon to the throne in France. He 
had’ been an exile and a wanderer for years 
in various countries, where he was not 
highly esteemed for character or capacity. 
But by a series of successful intrigues, with 
the prestige of the great Napoleon’s name, 
he became the ruler of a great nation, and 
a power in European politics. The other 
event was the peaceful death of the duke of 
Wellington, at the age of eighty-four. Forty 
years previous he had won fame and suc- 
cess as a t general. His distinguishing 
characteristics were sound judgment and 
common sense. Not so brilliant and auda- 
cious as his rival, Napoleon, he had yet the 
clear-headed calculation which was sure to 
win in the long run. His military fame 
culminated at Waterloo. That battle in- 
fluenced the future of ali Europe. Wel- 
lington held high civil offices, but his fame 
was won in the field of arms. He had none 
of the finesse of the politician, but he had 
the sincerity of a true patriot. Statues and 
columns to his y are scattered 
——— the three kingdoms. 

In November, 1852, occurred the first 
oratorical contest between Disraeli and 
Gladstone. Both had been in Parliament 
several years. Disraeli, as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, brought forward his 
“*budget,” (financial plan for the year), and 
supported it by a brilliant speech. Glad- 
stone replied with his powerful silver 
eloquence, and the ministry was defeated. 





In the new ministry, Gladstone succeeded 
Disraeli. Thus the rivairy between 
the two great which lasted more 
than 25 years.

pistils; and _pistil-late (pis-til-late) which 
have pistils and no stamens. ‘he willow 
and the balm of Gilead have the two. kinds 
of blossoms on different trees, but the alder 
has both kinds on the same shrub. You 
have all noticed, early in the spring, the 
long drooping tassels on the alders. ‘These 
tassels or catkins are made up of scales, and 
under each scale are three little staminate 
flowers. The pistillate flowers are in smaller 
catkins that stand erect on the branches. 
These produce seeds, and will remain on 
the shrub until seeds ripen, or longer, while 
those with stamens will soon fall off. The 
hazel nut also is in blossom now. ‘This has 
its staminate flowers in drooping catkins, 
but the pistillate flowers from which the 
nuts are produced are in a scaly bud. The 
blossoms of the oak are the same; the 
staminate flowers are in hanging catkins, 
and the pictillate in a scaly involucre 
(in-vo-lii-cre) which later becomes the cup 
of the acorn. All these trees and shrubs, 
the willow, alder, balm of Gilead, hazel- 
nut and oak we will call catkin bearers.

1st row—Crotchet 3, 
chain, join 2, chain, 3 bars in this ring 
formed by 3 chain, 1 chain, 3 bars in same 
ring, which forms a shell; 3 chain, shell in 
last shell and bar at the point of last shell, 
3 chain, and so on until you have 10 shells. 
2d row—3 chain, shell in second space on 
top edge, 3 chain, 3 bars in the 4th space, 5 
chain, 3 bars in 7th space, 3 chain, shell in 
9th space, 3 chain, join in the first shell. 
3d row—Turn, 8 short stitches in the 3d 
chain, shell in last shell, 3 chain, 9 bars in 
the space made by 5 chain, 3 chain, shell in 
shell, join with short stitch at head of shell. 
4th row—Turn, 3 ehain, shell in shell, 3 
chain, join at the head of first bar, 3 chain, 
join in 2d bar, and so on till you have8 
points, 3 chain, shell in shell, 3 chain, join 
at first scallop, turn, fill with 8 short 
stitches. 5th row—Shell in shell, 3 chain, 
join in middle, stitch of first. point or 3 
chain, 3 chain, join in second point, so on 
till you have 7 points, 3 chain, shell in 
shell, join as before, and so on till you have 
no point in center; then turn, crotchet shell 
in shell, again shell in shell, join as before, 
3 chain, join in last shell, 3 chain, join in 
next shell, 3 chain, join at head of last 
scallop; turn, fill each space made by 3 
chain with 8 short stitches, which com- 
pletes first scallop of pineapple. Second 
pineapple made as first.
